Men whose requests for exten- 
sion beyond the standard 24month 
inductee tour have been approved 
by the end of January will still 
gain exemptions under the old 
policy, according to the recent De- 
partment of the Army Message 
459196. 

Draftees and other short-termers 
normally serve two years on active 
duty, followed by two or three 
in Ready 
Reserve training. Those assigned 
to Reserve component troop units 
attend drills for about two years; 
non-unit men go to summer camp 
for two weeks during one of their 
three years in Ready status. 

More than a vear ago, a change 
in Army Regulation 140-140 began 
the policy of exempting men with 
27 months service from Reserve 


training. However, the Army said 
men were permitted to extend 
their tours by three months only 
in cases which were in the inter- 
est of the service. 

The Army’s latest policy shift 
means that enlisted persons with 
Reserve obligations must serve on 
active duty for three years if they 
wish to be free of the post-active 
duty training requirement.

Upgrades 
Dwindle 
In March 


WASHINGTON—There will be 
some 8145 temporary promotions 
for Army enlisted people in March, 
and the number of promotions to 
grades E-7 and E-6 is beginning to 
pick up a little, the Army officially 
announced this week. 

Upgradings to E-7 and E-6 in the 
past few months had been around 
the 100 mark. In March, 235° will 
make E-7 and 274 will be promoted 
to E-6. 

The number of MOS’s in which 
promotions are “frozen” remained 
about the same, with an increase of 
two each in E-7 and E-6. Currently, 
promotions are not authorized in 
between 32 and 36 of the Army’s 
400 MOS’s. 

March temporary promotion 
quotas follow:

The reduced number of promo- 
tions in March is in contrast to 
about 12,300 made in January and 
14,600 scheduled for February. 
However, in the first two calendar 
months of this year an unusually 
high number of E-4’s were author- 
ized—11,631 E-4’s in February 
alone. 

It was pointed out that monthly 
promotion quotas are controlled by 
actual vacancies.

Cost More Than It Is Worth

tory retirement system would be so 
complicated and difficult to ad- 
minister and its money-saving so 
small that it would not be worth 
the bother. 

Not so comforting, however, are 
the tables; accompanying this ‘col- 
umn, These, or something like 
them, will be included with De- 
fense’s report. 

The first table shows the amount 
a man would contribute under a 
6% percent contributory retire- 
ment system. The table lists the » 
years of service, grade, yearly con- 
tribution at 6% percent, and total 
contributed up to that. period. 

The tables only go up to.0-6 and 
E-7 since most will not reach the 
top ranks or grades. 

The tables show an average offi- 
cer at normal OPA _ promotion 
points would contribute $14,080 to 
his retirement over a 30-year ca- 
reer. An enlisted man would pay 
$6334 in 30 years for a retirement 
he now gets free. 

Actually, estimates in both tables 
are modest. Most officers are pro- 
moted before the OPA norms. And 
most reach E-7 well before the 17 
years shown.

Hebert Bill 
Hearings Set 


WASHINGTON — The House 
Armed Services Committee will be- 
gin hearings 1 February on the 
Hebert Bill to prohibit retired offi- 
cers from selling to Defense for 
two years after retirement. 

The bill would also repeal the 
dual employment—but not the dual 
compensation — limitations. It 
would, in effect, raise from $2500 
to $10,930 the total amount a 
retired regular officer could re- 
eeive when working in civil serv- 


ice. 

The bill, HR 9682, grew out of 
the lengthy hearings on the pos- 
sible influence of retired officers 
on Defense contracting. 

The full committee hearings will 
mean the postponement of the hear- 
ings on White Charger originally 
scheduled for 1 February. 


Finish Copter Course 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—tThe first 
HU-1A helicopter repair class has 
been graduated from the Transpor- 
tation School here. Ten EM and 
two civilians finished the initial 
eourse of its kind at the school, 
Capt. L. F. McLaughlin, chief of 
the HU-1A committee said. It is 
the pioneer course for instruction 
in the maintenance and repair of 
the gas turbine engine.

A word of explanation is needed. 

The figure showing percent- 
age of contribution with three 
cent interest added is the figure 
Congress would use in estimating 
the true value of a serviceman’s 
contribution.

cent of the cost of his retirement. 

While he had actually contrib- 
uted $14,080 in dollars, the value 
of his contribution is $20,591, be- 
cause it would have earned three 
percent annually. All annuity sys- 
tems credit contributions with this 
three percent interest because the 
insurer has had the use of the 
money and would haye had to pay 
the interest to borrow the money 
elsewhere. When a civil servant 
withdraws his money from the re- 
tirement fund, for example, he gets 
his contributions plus three per- 
cent interest, 


Another point. What is listed 
here as lump-sum cost is what in- 
surance companies call the com- 
muted value—that is, the value the 
insurance company would put on 
the retirement if it had to pay a 
lump-sum amount at the time of 
retirement, 

But this is not the true value 
of the retirement. While the money 
is béing paid out monthly over the 
man’s life expectancy the insurer 
has the use of the balance. Interest 
on that builds up the fund. 

” 


BUT IF THESE figures frighten 
you, there are a lot of knotty prob- 
lems in a military contributory 
system. 

One of the. stickiest is the ad- 
verse effect on enlisted retention. 
Some 100,000 men a year are still 
being drafted and large numbers 
who enlisted would not do so if 
there were no draft. 

First-term reenlistment rates are 
rising because the government in 
recent years has invested a lot of 
money in career. benefits to bring 
about the increase. 

But what would happen under a 
contributory system? Close to three- 


fourths of the first-term enlisted 
men are still leaving service after 
one hitch. When they leave they 
would get back the money they had 
put in the contributory retirement 
system, plus interest on it, The in- 
terest would probably be the stand- 
ard three percent generally used 
by insurance companies. 

So the non-career man, on leav- 
ing service, gets a lump-sum of 6% 
percent of his monthly salary for 
wee years, plus three percent in- 


This amounts to a non-eareer in- 
centive—an incentive to get out. A 
young man in this position is likely 
to look more at immediate, tangible 
rewards than long-term benefits. 
How many who might otherwise re- 
enlist would be induced to get out 
because of the extra money? How 
would you figure the economic loss 
in terms. of nullified career bene- 
fits on which the government spent 
so much money? 

Under a contributory system, to 
save money you have to be ready 
to gamble that there won’t be a 
corresponding loss through a de- 
cline in retention rates and a soar- 
ing rise in added training costs.

A SUGGESTED SOLUTION to 
this is that men would not have to 
contribute to the retirement fund 
until they completed: five years 
service.

WASHINGTON, — The canine 
crowd this week was reported to be 
disputing the claim that military 
service is a “dog's life.”

An “urgent appeal” for more Ger- 
man shepherds which meet the 
Army’s high enlistment ‘standards 
has been issued.

Some 300 dogs were recruited 
into military service during this 
period, just 30 below the enlist- 
ment quota.

Association such a charter. 

“Granting of a charter by Con- 
gress,” King said, “will assure the 
permanency and status of the or- 
ganization. It should extend rec- 
ognition of the place that warrant 
officers, active, nonactive and re- 
tired, fill in our country’s defense 
posture.” 

Association members and those 
interested in the Association must 
recognize that the legislative proc- 
ess is a long one and that it may 
be some time before the charter 
is granted. 

However, introduction of the bill 
by Broyhill is the first step in this 
long process and it is soon to be 
taken.

2d Div. Recon 
Unit Finishing 
Stewart Test 


FORT STEWART, Ga. — The 
Army’s new Aerial Reconnaissance 
and Security Troop, currently be- 
ing tested by the 2d Inf. Div. at 
Fort Stewart, this week was thrown 
into its second .simulated “war” 
in less than .a month. 

It was the second and final test 
in the Army’s two-part series. to 
determine the most valid location 
for the ARS Troop within the In- 
fantry division. 

This battle action was in reality 
a continuation of the “war” game 
Staged earlier in the month: The 
primary change in the ARS Troop’s 
mission during this final test was 
its advanced role as a unit derectly 
responsible to the division com- 
mander. The troop is operating as 
a separate unit of the infantry 
division, receiving orders directly 
from the division level command 
.and sending its reports back to the 
division headquarters, 

During its first 10-day test, which 
ended 13 January, this same ARS 
Troop was tested and evaluated as 
a subordinate unit of a Cavalry 
squadron, 


UNDER the direction of the Con- 
tinental Army Command, approxi- 
mately 1200 2d Inf. Div. men were 
involved in the numerous phases 
of this experiment. Of this number, 
114 enlisted men and 36 officers 
make up the newly initiated ARS 
Troop. The 150-man troop had been 
trained for 15 weeks. 


During the progress of this sim- 
ulated “war,” the majority of which 
is being played on paper in the 
various staff sections’ of Division 
Headquarters, units of the 2d Div., 
the division’s ARS Troop, and a 
450-man Aggressor element, pro- 
vide the only live action. 

The ARS Troop was selected to 
provide the covering force for the 
division’s movement—acting' as an 
aerial extension of the main body 
of troops, and thereby extending 
the reconnaissance range of the 
division’s ground elements over a 
broad front. 

Early this week intelligence re- 
ported that large Aggressor mech- 
anized columns were moving 
toward the 2d Div. zone. ARS 
Troop was immediately alerted and 
its scout helicopters spent the 
morning conducting a “distant 
route reconnaissance” along likely 
avenues of enemy approach. ARS 
Troop reported the Aggressor’s 
size, composition and reinforcement 
activities back to the division head- 
quarters, 

All afternoon the ARS Troop 
had been employed in long range 
stay-behind patrols to observe Ag- 
gressor rear area_ activities. The 
troops of these helicopter-borne 
patrols were flown into these areas 
by two H-34 helicopters assigned 
to the ARS Troop. These long range 
patrols remained behind the Ag- 
gressor lines until they could be 
removed by helicopter under the

Senate OKs Gates Despite 
Hassle on Missile Gap 


WASHINGTON — The Senate, 


this week confirmed President 
Eisenhower's nomination of Thomas 
S..Gates Jr. to be Secretary of De- 
fense without referring to the con- 
flict among Democratic senators 


who only one day before, were 
planning to postpone a vote on 
Gates. Successor to Neil H. McEl- 
roy, he had been serving in an in- 
terim capacity since 2 December. 

Thus came to a temporary halt, 
the controversy on Capitol Hill 
over the recent assertions by Gates 
that the United States is not trail- 
ing the Soviet Union in missile 
production, or in overall military 
power. 

Last week Gates told the House 
Appropriations Committee there 
had been a “significant change” in 
the estimated number of Soviet 


ICBMs. He then sought earlier this}. 


week to clarify and defend the basis 
for his revised . intelligence -esti- 
mates before the House Seience and 
Astronautics Committee. 
“Heretofore we have been:giving 
you intelligence figures that“dealt 


with theoretic Soviet capabilities,” 


Gates testified. “This is the first 
time that we have had an intelli- 
gence estimate that says ‘this is 
what the Soviet Union will prob- 
ably do.’ This present one is an in- 
telligence estimate on what we be- 
lieve he (the Russian) will do, not 
what he is capable of doing.” 

On this basis, Gates said, the 


Administration calculates that 
the Russians may have “a mod- 
erate numerical superiority” of 
ballistic missiles in the next three 
years. Previously, most estimates 
had placed the Soviet’s numeri- 
cal superiority in the early 1960s 
at 3 to 1, 

Gates’ estimate of what he term- 
ed a “refined and better” method 
of evaluating intelligence of Soviet 
military power caused .an im- 
mediate stir among Democratic 
senators led by Texas Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson. Postponing Gates’ con- 
firmation was discussed, The De- 
fense Secretary’s latest estimate, 
they said, minimized the Soviet 
missile strength by shifting the 
basis of intelligence from capabili- 
ties to intentions: 

The delay was short lived and 
Gates was confirmed the next day 
. only hours after Eisenhower, 
at -his: press. conference.on 26 Jan- 
uary, had announced that the Sec- 
retary had: “misinterpreted” the 
latest intelligence estimates. The

: WASHINGTON—Regulations requiri 
ficers not on active duty demonstrate 
tion by completing certain military educational courses shape

Army enlisted members who hold 
Reserve commissions. 

This group, numbering more 
than 11,000 — mostly noncommis- 
sioned officers — is becoming the 
subject of top-level staff concern. 
Many staff officers feel that “ROs” 
who are career enlisted men 
should be able to attain and main- 
tain qualification on the level of 
their Reserve officer grade. 

The new regulation, still under 
study, would require that the 
equivalent of the basic officer 
branch course be credited to an 
individual before he was qualified 
for promotion to captain, the ad- 
vance course for promotion to field 
grade and the equivalent of the 
Command and Generali Staff Col- 
lege associate course, for promo- 
tion to colonel. 

For Regular Army enlisted 
men, this is a major problem. Te 
complete the C&GS course by 
— takes five years, for exam- 
ple 

It appears that the problem of 
how ROs can be helped to main- 
tain their proficiency is some five 
years from solution. This is be- 
cause the 11,000-plus ROs can be 
divided into two distinct groups. 


THE LARGER GROUP consists 
of men most of whose service has 
been as enlisted members. They 
have served little or no time as 


sioned after being encouraged to 
4 prepare themselves for a mobiliza- 


putting in two, three, four or five 
years in Order to qualify for so- 
called Title II retirement. They 
have more than 10 years commis- 
sioned service, usually more than 
12 years total service at the time 
of their last enlistment.

Similar 
problems — such as club _privi- 
leges — also would arise. To go to 
another post, however, would mean 
travel costs, a change in pay 
status and in quarters and living 
allowance.

® Two weeks active duty for 
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training, some feel, doesn’t really 
qualify a man for duty in a higher 
grade when it is.done only once 
a year. How then can enlisted 
ROs attend drill or weekly train- 
ing periods? — 

THERE HAS BEEN the sugges- 
tion —. which would require .legis- 
lation — that enlisted ROs be ex- 
amined to determine the grade at 
which they are best quelified to 
serve, if called to active duty as 
officers. regardless of 
ROPA requirements, they would be 
“frozen” in that grade when they 
reach it. In this way men who 
could not qualify for promotion to 
major or lieutenant colonel would 
not lose their Reserve commis- 


sions through failure of selection. 
(The last colonel’s board for Re- 
serve officers, for example, did not 
select a single enlisted RO, al- 
though there were nearly 200 in 
the zone.) 

But action on solution to the en- 
listed RO problem at this time ap- 
pears to be far off. Five years ap- 
pears to be a reasonable forecast. 
During that period, most of the 
smaller grout referred to above 
will have retired. 

Until the group of older ROs 
does retire, the Army staff seems 
to feel that they create an insolu- 
ble problem, in that in the ma- 
jority of cases these individuals 
would only be marginally efficient 
as Officers in a mobilization.

Here's Help in Filing Your Federal Income Tax

D° YOU need help on your income tax? The Internal Rev- 
enue Service has tried to make it as easy as possible for 
taxpayers to prepare their own return, We've put out some 


helpful booklets and pamphlets 


that are available at local Inter- 
nal Revenue 


In addition, you can ask ques- 
tions by phone or stop in at our 
nearest office. 

As an additional part of this serv- 
jee, here is an article designed 
especially for servicemen and, 
women who read the TIMES. 

The income: tax laws of the 
United States require everybody 
under 65 years of age, minors in- 
cluded, who make $600 or more a 
year to file a tax return. 

People 65 and over whose gross 
income is less than $1200 a year 
don’t have to file. 

If too much of your pay was with- 
held, you should get your return in 


eatly and thereby help us get your 
refund back to you as quickly as 
possible. 

Refund or not, your return must 
be in by the April 15 deadline. Not 
filing the return in time costs up 
to 25 percent of what is due in 
taxes. 

A “privileged class” does not 
have to meet the April 15 deadline. 


Where to File 


Servicemen and women may 
have a choice of where to file 
their federal income tax returns. 

Those who have a legal resi- 
dence or principal place of busi- 
ness should file their returns 
with district director of internal 
revenue for the district in which 
their legal residence or princi- 
pal place of business is located. 

Servicemen and women with 
no legal residence or principal 
place of business in any internal 
revenue district should file with 
the district director in Balti- 
more, Md., except as indicated 
below. 

Persons on duty in Alaska 
may file with the district di- 
rector at Tacoma, Wash, Those 
on duty in Hawaii may file at 
Honolulu; non-resident aliens 
and those on duty in the Canal 
Zone can file with Director of 
International Operations, Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, Washing- 
ton 25, D.C. 

Servicemen and women on 
duty in the Virgin Islands may 
file with the district director at 
Charlotte Amalie, St. Thomas, 
V.I. Persons serving in Puerto 
Rico may file to the district di- 
rector, Santurce Building, San- 
turce, P.R. 

Servicemen and women whose 
principal place of abode for the 
tax year is outside the U.S. (in- 
cluding Alaska and Hawaii), 
Puerto Rico or the Virgin Is-~ 
lands, and who have no legal 
residence or principal place of 
business in any internal revenue 
district within the U.S. should 
file their returns with the Di- 
rector of International Opera- 
tions, Internal Revenue Service, 
Washington 25, D.C. 


They are the servicemen and wom- 
en serving or traveling outside the 
continental U.S., Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico on April 15. Their filing dead- 
line is June 15. Citizens who are 
residing or traveling in Alaska 
are also allowed this extension 
time for filing. 

But these men and women pay 
for their privilege. If they choose 
to file after April 15, they have 
to pay an interest charge at a six- 
percent-a-year rate. 


Which Form? 


You ean use one of three forms 
to file your return. Form 1040A is 
the simplest. It is a tabulating ma- 
chine card. - 


You may use this form if your 
income was less than $10,000 sub- 
ject to withhelding and including 
not more than a total of $200 of 
income from other wages, divi- 
dends and interest, not subject to 
withholding. 


However, taxpayers are not per- 
mitted to use Form 1040A if they 
wish to claim (1) “head of house- 
hold” or “surviving spouse” status; 
(2) dividends received credit or re- 
tirement income credit; (3) “sick 
pay;” (4) estimated tax payment 
credit, or (5) if either the taxpayer 
or his wife itemizes deductions on 
page 2 of a separate return on 
Form 1040 or Form 1040W. 

This Form 1040W is new this 
year. You may use it if your in- 
come consists of salary and wages, 
regardless. of amount, and not 
more than $200 in dividends and 
interest in excess of the dividends 
received exclusion. If you have 
other items of income, you must 
file on Form 1040. 

Form 1040 must be used if you’re 
not eligible to use Forms 1040A 
or 1040W for any of the foregoing 
reasons, 

With these forms you can take 
a standard 10 percent deduction 
of your adjusted gross income (up 
tc a maximum of $1,000). If you 
take the standard deduction, you 
don’t have to itemize the deduc- 
tions. 

Consider carefully whether you 
should take the ten percent deduc- 
tion or itemize your deductions. 

Of course, the only way to reach 
a decision is to total your deduct- 
ible items. For example, if your 
adjusted gross income is $3600 and 
your deductions add up to $450 
then by all means itemize them on 
Form 1040 or 1040W. Conversely, 
if the deductions come only to 
$300, take the straight 10 percent. 
What can be deducted if you item- 
ize, will be detailed later. 


IT WILL TAKE you a little long- 
er to figure it both ways. But, 
you’re going to come out paying. 
less to the government if you still 
owe taxes, or you'll get more money 
back if you overpaid in taxes. 

Remember this: The govern- 
ment wants only the tax dollars 
that are due it. Nothing more, 
nothing less. 

If you are married, it is also wise 
to consider whether to file separate 
returns, or a joint return. Even 
though your wife has no income of 
her own, you can usually file a 
joint return. If you each have in- 
come you may file jointly or sepa- 
rately. 

Servicemen who are married 
and live in a community-property 
state are permitted to file a sep- 
arate return on one-half of their 
income. Their wives then file sep- 
arately reporting the other half 


ty states. In other cases it will not. 
It depends on all the . - 
stances 


A SERVICEMAN OVERSEAS 
whose legal residence is in one of 
the eight communityproperty 
states gains substantially tax-wise 
when he marries a foreign girl. 
For example, his ineome for the 
year is $3600, he would pay tax 
on only half of it, and have his 
wife as an exemption to boot. His 
tax would be $86 in this case, a big 
difference from the $413 he would 
pay if he hadn’t married a non- 
resident alien. 

Whether to file separately or 
jointly depends in part on whether 
your wife works and how much in- 
come she had. If there is a sub- 
stantial difference in your incomes, 
you'll find that your taxes will 
probably be less by filing jointly. 
If the two incomes are about the 
same, it may be best to file sep- 
arately. 

As in deciding which form to 
use and whether te itemize or 
take the standard 10 percent de- 
duction, here again a little extra 
time spent in determining wheth- 
er to file separately or jointly 
may save you money. 


Reportable Income 


When you make out your return 
you have to report all income re- 
ceived during the year. This in- 
cludes: 

® Active duty pay, incentive pay 
for hazardous duty, special pay 
for hazardous duty, special pay for 
dentists and physicians, diving pay 
and sea and foreign duty pay. 

® Retired pay if retired for 
other than physical disability re- 
sulting from active service. (There 
are exceptiéns to this, so it would 
be a good idea to check if you 
come under this category). 

@® Pay of all cadets and mid- 
shipmen and “ROTC retainer pay. 

@ Pay earned in officers’ clubs, 
post theaters, messes and similar 


“places. 


@ Mileage and per diem allow- 
ances received for your travel and 
transportation expenses should be 
reported if such allowances exceed 
your expenses or if your expenses 
exceed your allowances and you 
want to claim a deduction for such 
expenses. 

@ Drill pay received by reserv- 
ists for training duty. 

@ Interest on deposits. 

@ Winnings from gambling. 
Losses can be deducted only from 
winnings. If you didn’t win at all, 
that’s tough — for you. 

@ Extra money you get from 
your former employer, even if it’s 
paid to your family. ; 

@ Prizes and awards are to be 
reported except when they are in 
recognition of religious, charitable, 
scientific, educational, artistic, lit- 
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erary or civic achievement. If that

To be on extended active duty 
you must be serving pursuant to 
a call or order to such duty for 
an indefinite period or for more 


than 90 days. The suspension ap-} 


plies only where your service be- 
gins before the end of the one 
year or the 18-month period. The 
suspension cannot for more 
than four years after the date you 
sold that residence. 

For example, you sold your old 
residence on Jan, 1, 1959. You 
were on extended active duty from 
Jan. 1, 1957, to Dec. 31, 1959. The 
latest date on which you may pur- 
chase and occupy another residence 
and have ahy part of the gain on 
the sale of the old residence not 
recognized is Jan. 1, 1961. 

This suspension is also allowed 
if your husband (or wife) is in 
the armed forces and if you both 
used the old and the new residence 
as your principal residence. 


Non-Reportable 
Income 


You do not have to report what 
you received. as basic allowances 
for quarters or for heat and light 
furnished in kind. Neither do you 
have to report subsistence allow- 


ances, that-.part of your Class Q 
allowance the. government puts in, 
rations furnished in kind for en- 
listed people and the ‘cost to the 
government by allowances or in 
kind for transporting your depend- 
ents and furniture. 

The six-month death gratuity 
pay to the beneficiary of a de 
ceased service person is not to be 
reported. Three- and four-star gen-

turn, they ean exclude the‘ first 
$100 of dividends. 

Social Security benefits, federal 
or state, do not have to be 
ported. Neither do scholarships 
or fellowships unless they repre 
sent a return for such work as 
teaching or research. Earnings of 
minors do not have to be reported 


as part of the parents’ income, 
But if the child- makes $600 or 
more in the year, he or she hag 
to file a return. 

Veterans do not have te re- 
port bonuses they received from 
federal or state sources. Claims 
paid by the Foreign Claims 
Settlement Commission, includ- 
ing payments to former prisoners 
of war, alse do not have to be 
reported as income. 

Payments received under the 
World War II or Korea GI Bills 
do not have to be reported. The 
retired pay of servicemen re 
before Oct. 1, 1949 for physi 
disability as a result of active serv- 
ice generally is not subject to tax. 
But this is a tricky deal, and if 
you fall in this category, it would 
be a good idea to check it out 
with IRS, 

Also not to be reported are uni- 
form gratuity or clothing allow- 
ances paid to officer or enlisted 
personnel. 

YOU. DO NOT have to report 
gifts as income. But if the gift is 
property which produces income 
of a taxable nature, the income is 
taxable. Similarly, if property is 
donated to a trust and the income 


fon it is paid, credited, or distrib- 


uted ¢4o you, it is income to you. 
Deductions 

Besides your deductions, you can 
teke off $600 for each exemption 
to which you are entitled. For 
you, your wife, and; say, ‘two chil- 
dren, ‘the total exemption is $2400. 

There are scores of deductions 
you can list on your return, and 
the mere you list—legally—the 
less will be Uncle Sam’s take. 

Home-owners can deduct inter- 
est they pay 6n their mortgage and 
property taxes, whether paid di- 
rectly or thfough the lender.

FULL-TIME SERVICEMEN and 
women cannot deduct the cost of 
uniforms, since they take the place 
of civilian clothes. But a reservist 
not on full-time duty can because 
he has to maintain his uniform in 
addition to his regular civilian 
clothing. However, the reservist 
ean deduct the cost of his uniform 
only to the extent that it exceeds 
his uniform allowance. 

Officers usually can deduct the 
entire amount of mess bills they 

y while their ship is away from 
Ce port if the voyage is substan- 
tially longer than an ordinary day’s 
work and their duties require them 
fo get necessary sleep while away 
so home port. This also applies 

officers assigned to air squad- 
ons while the squadron is away 
an hame base. Ordinary and 
necessary traveling expenses in 
excess of allowances for such 
travel are deductible. The deduc- 
tion need not be offset by basic 
subsistence allowances. 

Military personnel may deduct 

all actual expenses of official 


travel, meals and lodging, etc. 
while away from permanent: duty 
assignment overnight and travel- 
ing under,orders on temporary 
duty and change of station to the 
extent your travel expenses exceed 
your allowances and your allow- 
ances are taken into consideration. 


A statement must be attached to 
the return showing the total of al- 
lowances or reimbursements re- 
¢eived and a breakdown of the ex- 
penses claimed, together with the 
itinerary. 

Also, deductible are expenses in- 
volved in collecting rents and roy- 
alties including interest, taxes, re- 
pairs and depreciation. 

ARMED FORCES PERSONNEL 
ean deduct automobile expenses, 
imcluding depreciation, if the car 
ts used in official business. IRS 
special form 2106 for this.

Losses on the sale or exchange 
of capital assets are deductible. 
Houses in which you live, and 
your personal automobile, do not 
come under this heading. 

A deduction not to exceed $600 
is permitted for child care by work- 
ing women, or widowers, including 
men legally separated or divorced. 
Dependents for this purpose in- 
clude only children under .12, or 
those physically or mentally inca- 
pable of caring for themselves re- 
gardless of age. Where both 
spouses work, the $600 is reduced 
by the amount their combined ad-

DEDUCTIONS ALSO INCLUDE 
donations to religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary or educational 
groups or organizations. This in- 
cludes the Red Cross, Community 
Chest, USO, YMCA, the Salvation 
and college endowment 
unds 


Contributions to non-profit~war 
veterans organizations and their 
auxiliaries can be deducted. 

Generally, your contributions 
cannot exceed 20 percent of your 
adjusted gross income. However, 
that limitation is increased to 30 
percent if the additional 10 per- 
cent represents contributions to 
churches, conventions and associa- 
tion of churches, tax exempt edu- 
cational institutions, and tax-ex- 
empt hospitals and medical re- 
search foundations. 

Contributions you make to 
groups that carry on propaganda 
or which try to influence legisla- 
tion cannot be deducted. Hand- 
outs, however charitable, that 
you may make to relatives, are 
not deducted. 

Interest you pay on personal 
loans can be deducted. Where in- 
terest is not separately stated but 
is part of a carrying charge, the de- 
ductions are limited to six percent 
a year of the unpaid balance. In- 
terest on loans on life insurance 
policies which, instead of being 
paid is merely added to the amount 
of the loan, is not deductible. 

You can deduct most non-federal 
taxes, such as poll taxes, state and 
local income taxes, state and local 
personal and real estate taxes, 
automobile license fees, driver’s 
permits, local sales taxes, state and 
local use taxes, local, state, terri- 
tory and District of Columbia gaso- 
line taxes. Four cents of your gas 
tax is federal and is not deduct- 
ible; the rest is state or local taxes. 
Most of the taxes imposed on’ Amer- 
icans by a foreign country also are 
deductible. 


MEDICAL EXPENSES are de- 
ductible only to the extent they ex- 
ceed three percent of your ad- 
justed gross income. Deductible 
items include the cost of eye glass- 
es, hearing aids, dental work, ar- 
tificial limbs and teeth, braces, 
crutches, laboratory fees, medi- 
cines and drugs in excess of one 
percent of adjusted gross income, 
hospitalization insurance premi- 
ums, and the cost of transportation 
— to and from the doctor’s of- 
ice 

You may claim a medical ex- 

pense deduction only if you item- 
ize your deductions on page 2 of 
Form 1040 or 1040W. You may 
not claim a deduction if you use 
Form 1040A, the Tax Table, or 
claim the Standard Deduction. 

Your deduction for medical ex- 
penses may not exceed $2500 mul- 
tiplied, by the number of your ex- 
emptions, including your spouse 
and dependents but not counting 
exemptions for age or blindness. 
But, in no case may you claim 
more than: (a) $5000 if you are 
single and not a head of household 
or a surviving“bpouse, (b) $5000 
if you, are married but file a sepa- 
rate return; or (c) $10,000 if you 
file a joint return, or are a head 
of household or a surviving spouse. 

If either you or your spouse are 
age 65 or over before the close of 
your tax year, you may claim your 
medical expenses for the care of 
both of you without reduction by

rules relative to your 
medical expenses for your 

IF YOU ARE 65 or over and dis- 
abled, are single or married and 
file a separate return, you may de- 
duct medical and dental expenses 
hot in excess of $15,000. If you are 
65 or over and disabled _ and file a 
joint return the limitation is still 
$15,000. However, if both you and 
your wife are 65 or over and both 
are disabled the maxfmum allow- 
ance is $30,000, but no more than 
$15,000 of the medical and dental 
expenses of each may be taken into 
account. If you are a head of a 
household or a surviving husband 
or wife, you are 65 or over and are 


disabled, you may deduct such ex- 
penses not in excess of $15,000. 

A person is considered disabled 
if he is unable: to engage in any 
substantial gainful activity because 
of medically determinable phys- 
ical or mental impairment which 
can be expected to result in death 
or to be of long-continued and in- 
definite duration. The determina- 
tion of whether you are disabled is 
made as of the close of your tax 
year. However, if your wife or 
husband dies during such year the 
determination is made as of the 
date of death. 


If you are not considered dis- 
abled under these: rules, your 
maximum deduction is the same 
as for persons under 65. 

Pay received for periods of ab- 
sence from duty by reason of in- 
jury or sickness may: be excluded 
from gross income limited, how- 
ever, to a weekly rate of $100. The 
compensation for the first 7 calen- 
dar days of each contintious period 
of absence may not be excluded 
unless the absence is a result of 
injury or the taxpayer is hospi- 
talized at least 1 day during each 
period. If the weekly rate of pay-| 
ment for the period when entitled 
to an exclusion is $100 or less, the 
full amount is excluded. Where 
the the weekly rate is more than 
$100, the exclusion for less than 
a full pay period is limited to 


$14.29 per day on the basis of a 
7-day week for naval and military

personnel. The exclusion and/cost 

weekly rate are determined in ac- 
cordance with instructions con- 
tained in Form 2440, Statement to 
Support Exclusion of Sick Pay, 
which form has been prescribed 
for claiming the exclusion on Form 
1040 or 1040W. 

The exclusion applies to wages 
paid for absence due to 
personal , but not to vaca- 
tion pay of a taxpayer who incurs 

a personal injury or sickness while 
ians for a legal holiday. 

“Nontaxable income, such as 
basic allowances for quarters or 
subsistence, is not considered in 
the -application of the above 
formula.” Taxable pays such as 
reenlistment bonus or pay for ac- 
crued leave received during the 
period of illness _are still taxable. 


LOSSES RESULTING from dam- 
age to your car to the extent not 
covered by insurance are deducti- 
ble. But you cannot deduct the 
cost of automobile damages if they 
result from your own negligence, 
such as drunken driving. 

Losses to property resulting from 
fire, storm, shipwreck and theft, 
not covered by insurance, can be 
deducted. 

Military disbursing officers who 
had to replace shortages in their 
accounts not due to their own 
negligence can deduct the loss. 

Other items that are deductible 
include: 

@ Alimony payments to a form- 
er wife in most cases. The alimony 
is generally considered part of the 
wife’s income, and even if the 
children are with her, they can be 
considered dependents of the hus- 
band ip certain cases. 

@ Dues to professional societies 
and subscriptions for professional 
journals. Dues for belonging to an 
open mess or club cannot be de- 
ducted since they are not consid- 
ered “professional.” 

Ordinary and necessary ex- 
penses in earning a taxable in- 
come, such as brokers’ fees and 
the cost of a safe deposit box. 

You can deduct the expense of 
education undertaken primarily 
for maintaining or improving your 
present skills or in meeting the 
express requirements of your em- 
ployer. 

Personal living or family ex- 
penses, the cost of daily transpor- 
tation going to and from work, the 


Benefit Boost 
Under, Study 


WASHINGTON, — Service peo- 

le will want to pay close attention 
this year to changes Congress may 
make in the social security laws. 
A number of revisions are being 
considered. 

While some changes that might 
be made may not affect servicemen 
immediately, they could increase 
the benefits to which service peo- 
ple will eventually become entitled. 

While the President did not ree- 
ommend any social security law 
changes in his budget, some liber- 
alizing is a very real possibility. 
Congress has liberalized benefits 
in the last three election years. 

Most likely to be approved this 
session is an amendment to remove 
the requirement that one must be 
50 or over to be eligible for dis- 
ability benefits. Supporters point 
out that a man who becomes total- 
ly disabled under 50 may have high- 
er expenses in supporting his family 
than an older man whose children 
are grown up. A host of Congress- 
men have introduced this bill. 

Also possible is an increase in 
the amount of outside income per- 
mitted without 4 reduction in bene- 
fits. At present those drawing over 
$1200 a year have their benefits 
reduced, Proposals would raise the 
figure to $2400 or $3000. 

Also being considered, but less 
likely to pass, are bills to increase 
payments and to lower the age for 


benefits from 65 to 62 for men and 
from 62 to 60 for Women.

Civilian Trials 
The Supreme Court decision removing 


court martial jurisdiction over civilians ac-- 


companying the armed forces overseas now 
confronts Congress with a conundrum. Those 
half-million U.S. citizens cannot at this writ- 
ing be tried by any U.S. court. On the other 
hand, there is a pressing need for the services 


to maintain some kind of discipline over — 


them. 


How this is to be done must be resolved 
by Congress under its Constitutional mandate 


to “make rules for the government and reg- . 


ulation of the land and naval forces.” 


Several alternatives to the court martial 
process have already presented themselves. 
Unfortunately, and for one reason or another, 
none seems to be wholly satisfactory. 

@ One “solution” might be to send. no 
dependents overseas and hire no civilians for 
oversea jobs. 3 

@ Or, continue to allow dependents and 
civilian workers overseas, but relinquish to 
ea local authority all legal jurisdiction over 

em. 

In the first instance above, to deny de- 
pendents the “right” to go overseas with 
their sponsors in peacetime would be con- 
sidered by many to be contrary to American 
military tradition. If no American civilian 
workers were permitted overseas, then sol- 
diers would have to perform thousands of 
support functions—to the detriment of mili- 
tary efficiency. 

In the second instance, Americans in 
many countries would be subject to legal 
machinery in which their rights would not 
be protected as they are under our Constitu- 
tion. This would be unpalatable to all Amer- 
icans. 

On the other hand, certain acts which 
we consider crimes aren’t so considered in 
many foreign jurisdictions. For example, it 
would be perfectly all right (from the for- 
eigner’s viewpoint) for an American civilian 
to sell military secrets to a foreign power. 
As it stands now, all that the U.S, military 
can do to such a person is to send him home. 

Further, the military has a right to ob- 
ject, it cannot depend on foreign authority 
to enforce local regulations and customs de- 
signed to prevent civilians from undermining 
American prestige overseas. 

Other courses of action which may be 
considered by Congress are: 

@ Giving military or quasi-military 
status to civilians with U.S. forces overseas. 

@ Revision of treaties to permit ex- 
tending U.S. federal court districts overseas, 
or to set up “floating” districts to cover the 
Far East, Europe and South America. 

@ Return to the U.S. for trial of any 
civilian breaking the law while overseas 
with the armed forces. (Here again, the 
Court ruling created grave difficulties. Can 
a U.S. marshal or a military policeman ar- 
rest a civilian who is not within U.S. ter- 
ritory ?) 

Lawyers in the Justice and Defense De- 
partments are dubious on all of these. They 
say that to attempt to extend the jurisdiction 
of U.S. federal courts to non-U.S, territory 
contravenes international law, threatens na- 
tional sovereignty of other countries, and 
would create impossible diplomatic situations. 

Meanwhile, until the military and the 
Justice Department make recommendations 
and Congress acts, civilians with U.S. armed 
forces overseas are not subject to military 
trial. The only present recourses are to send 
offenders home or turn them over to local 
authority for prosecution, if the crime com- 
mitted breaks a local law.

‘Cold War' School Bill

We are members of the armed forces serving at Fort Lewis and the 
“cold war” school bill is quite a concern to us. It seems to us that all the 
members of the armed forces are certainly in favor of such a bill. It is 
very unfortunate that a bill as beneficial as this should receive so little 
support. The fault lies in the fact that the average man serving knows 
little or nothing about the bill and its benefits. 


Certainly it is not fair to be serving the 
same amount of time as the Korean vet- 
erans and yet not receiving at least part 
of these benefits.

Of course we should not, but then again 
we still should be entitled to at least a 
few of the benefits-while serving our coun- 
try during peacetime—namely the school 
benefits. 

Because of the age limit and of the fluc- 
tuating quota of the six-months’ soldiers, 
we veterans of the “cold war” should be 
entitled to at least the school bill, even 
just merely for serving the full time. The 
bill should also provide the armed forces 
with an incentive for future men. 

There are surely men now serving in the 
armed forces who had an opportunity to 
obtain the school bill under the Korean 
benefits, but at that time felt it was not 
necessary. These same men now realize 
more the importance of a college education 
and are now more than willing to return to 
school. President Eisenhower has more 


than once stressed the importance of edu- 
cation and the role it will play in this 
country’s future. ~ 


IMMEDIATELY after World War II, 
when thousands of veterans returned to 
school, it was then also said that such 
school privileges for so many would put 
an unbearable burden onthe taxpayers. 
However, in the course of time, it has been 
proved that Uncle Sam could not have 
found a better investment. 

Through their education these men 
helped boost our post-war economy. With 
this federal aid and education, these men 


- obtained higher paying jobs which placed 


them in higher income brackets giving 
Uncle Sam a greater return in taxes than 
his initial investment. Certainly, it proved 
a favorabie return to all. 

If more information could be published 
on this subjéct, with periodical announce- 
ments of its progress to follow, we are sure 
we can pass the bill. Another important 
factor in passing the bill would be to list

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NON-MILITARY SCENE 
1 No Wonder Radio 
Lost to TV 


"By BOB HOROWITZ 


NLY an unlucky few Americans ever heard the worst 
series of radio shows since the invention of Soap opera. 
My partner in the series was Macon Reed, now a respectable 
associate editor of Navy Times. 

Aside from the intrinsic boredom of the shows, the main reason 
few listeners heard us was because our station transmitted way up at 
the end of the dial, where most radios couldn’t eyen receive us. Ma- 
con and I were the producers, directors, salesmen, managers and news- 
casters of a daily news show that set American radio back about 35 

The shows took place around the beginning of 1949 in a cramped 
radio studio above a waffle shop in downtown Washington. The owner 
of the station was the ideal businessman — he sold his product, air 
time, for as much as he could and he paid his employes as little 
as possible. In our case, he paid us nothing, but he pointed out that 
since we were learning a trade we were being paid more than some 
people who were working for him. 

On our very first show wé made a big impression on all of 
our friends in radioland when Macon, trying to act like a big news- 
caster, referred to a public figure as “true blue.” The only trouble 
was, Macon called him “blue true.’ Right away, Macon caught hig 
mistake and compounded it by trying to correct it. Said he: 

“I meant to say he was blue true.” 

Then I took over to read the news to whoever was left in our 
audience. 

The 15-minute news show was presented at eight o’clock 
every morning, an ungodly hour for several reasons. My regular job 
didn’t start until two o’clock in the afternoon, which left me a half 
day’s gap. But worst of all, if we wanted to get the news off the sta- 
tion’s Associated Press ticker, one of us had to open up the station 
at six in the morning and turn the ticker on. We took turns, 
and occasionally one of us didn’t make it on time. 

We also took turns being the international and local news 
experts. For a few days, Macon would read the world news right 
off the AP ticker, and I would read the local news rewritten out of 
the two morning papers. Then we would switch. Occasionally, 
we'd both forget to bring a newspaper to work, and just before air 
time one of us had to run if ogg and look for a paper boy. 

When we arrived late, there frequently wasn’t enough news 
on the ticker to fill out our time period. This, naturally, resulted 
in many kinds of last-minute expedients. More than once, when 
we didn’t have enough news, we would just read the news that 
we-did. have a lot slower than usual. 

After awhile, the station’s, engineer figured out that Macon 
or I had to come to work early, so he showed us which switches to 
flip. to put the station on the air while he slept late. Macon and I, 
who knew very little about the broadcasting business, soon found 
ourselves running the technical and entertainment ends of a Wash- 
ington radio station. (Macon wasn’t a complete novice in the tech- 
nical end of radio, really, because he was an Army radio repairman 
during World War II, although he admits he never did get a 
radio to work.) 2 

I know we had one regular listener, my wife. She used to 
turn us on every morning while getting ready to go to work, and 
every night. she told me how horrible the show was. She and the 
friends who happened to listen all agreed that Macon and I had 
the sleepiest voices in radio. They meant that-we sounded sleepy 
and we made our listeners feel the same way. 

My wife used to depend on the weather report that we pre- 
sented at the end of the news, until she found out how we did 
it. We would call up the weather bureau just before air-time and 
copy down what the recorded voice told us (it was the same 
weather report that anybody in the Washington area can get by 
dialing WEather 6-1212). Then, we compared this prediction with 
the one in the morning papers. Then we looked out the window, 
struck some kind of average and typed out the final report. They 
tell us that Washington had an unusual number of people carry- 
ing umbrellas on sunny days in early 1949, but it couldn’t have 
been entirely our fault. We didn’t have that many listeners. 

Immediately after our show every morning, a disc jockey took 
over with several hours of rock and roll (it was called rhythm and 
blues then). Despite the news and the music, the station became 
prosperous. 
too tasteless for a segment of the radio audience — not even 
rock and roll, not even soap operas, not even Macon and Bob, Wash- 
ington’s worst and lowest paid newscasters.

So Let's Decentralize 


(Fourth Article in a Series) 
R the past three weeks, the 
officer efficiency report sys- 
tem has been our general sub- 
ject. Last week one change in 
_it was suggested—a method for 
making a forced choice which 
. still recognized that the worst 
performer in one unit or organi- 
zation might be better than the 
best performer in another. 


Such a system would be scored 
as a factor for the total score 
of the report 


and not as part - 
of the sum for 
the report. It 
would forte 
down toward 
the center many 
of the inflated 
ratings that are 
now given. 

This sugges- 
tion is one for & 
the ‘‘short 
term.” Itwould BOURJAILY 
be useful in the long term. But 
for the long term, another 
change seems more important. 

The goal of this change is de- 
centralization and reduction of 
the size of the group handled 
by the Officer Assignment Divi- 
sion, Of course, OAD is con- 
cerned only with the combat 
arms. The technical and admin- 
istrative services have their own 
assignment branches. But they 
too might consider some sort of 
decentralization. 

Until 1917, combat arms offi- 
cers through grade of colonel 
were assigned to regiments. In 
most cases promotions, assign- 
ments, detachments for service 
came from the regiment to the 
individual and to the Army. 

Except for isolated short peri- 
ods, until after 1900, the Army 
was managed through its regi- 
ments. 


* * 


THERE ARE TODAY 174 regi- 
ments in the Combat Arms Regi- 
mental System. Of these, 65 
Infantry, 74 ArtiHery, and 27 
Armor-Cavalry could serve as 
headquarters for the assignment, 
promotion and general career 
management of officer members. 

This would require each regi- 
ment to “manage” the careers 
of not more than 200 officers. 
For it appears to me that cen- 
tralization of personnel actions 
for officers in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel and above is de- 
sirable. ~ 

To this idea, a dozen objec- 
tions can be raised. From the 
Army staff comes the objection 
that this would be costly.

fect, the regimental executive 
officer or headquarters comman- 
dant. 

Tf, in addition, these two offi- 
cers and the clerks with some 
help (a regimental sergeant ma- 
jor, a color guard which was 
also part of the clerical and 
historical staff and the part-time 
help of Reservists) also handled 
up to 3000 enlisted members of 
the regiment, maintained the 
headquarters, a museum and oth- 
er activities assigned the regi- 
ment, it would reduce personnel 
requirements at DA and ZI ary 
levels. 

Another objection is that the 
caliber of officers in one regi- 
ment would not be the same as 
in another. This would be true 
if officers were permitted to 
choose the regiment to which 
they were assigned as lieuten- 
ants. Therefore, it would be the 
responsibility of Department of 
the Army to assign to each regi- 
ment its annual quota of new 
officers, taking care to equalize 
quality. In fact, if inspections 
indicated that the quality of offi- 
cers in one regiment was too 
high or too low, this could be 


controlled through in-put and 
transfer approval and _ disap- 
proval. 


STILL ANOTHER objection is 
that each regiment would try to 
hold back its best men for pure- 
ly regimental assignments and 


would provide only second best 
for branch immaterial jobs. So 
long as the regiment was a tac- 
tical unit, this did apply. But 
with regimental headquarters an 
administrative headquarters first, 
it should not be difficult to as- 
sure that the regiment provide 
its best men in order to uphold 
the regiment's reputation Army- 
wide. 


Such decentralization, it is fur- 
ther objected, would deprive 
army commanders of their com- 
mand prerogative. This concept 
is a recent bugaboo of the serv- 
ice. From the Chief of Staff 
down, every action and decision 
should be made with the best 
interests of the Army in mind. 

If the personal feelings of 
Army commanders are hurt be- 
cause they must take the men 
assigned them and can’t ask for 
a man by name, then the com- 
mander should be relieved for 
conduct unbecoming an officer, 
since he puts his personal whims 
ahead of the Army’s good.

Two Conclusions, 
One Source

HE average citizen may note an odd contrast in recent 


estimates of our military position given to members of 
Congress—especially so since they emanated from the same 


source, 

The Secretary of Defense, 
Thomas Gates, basing his infor- 
mation on estimates prepared by 
Allen Dulles, Director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, 
painted a glowing picture of our 
defense posture before the House 
Defense Appropriations.subcom- 
mittee. 

Chairman George H. Mahon 
(D., Tex.) described the Secre- 
tary’s appearance as resulting in 
“the most enthusiastic and rosy 
and reassuring presentation that 
we have ever had.” ; 

Compare this with the com- 
ment by Sen. Albert Gore (D., 
Tenn.) after-Dulles himself ap- 
peared Jan. 13 before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Gore termed Dulles’ testimony 
“far from relaxing” and said it 
could not be reconciled with a 
policy of defense cutbacks. In 
addition, Committee Chairman 
Fulbright observed that Dulles 
“did not gloss over the hard 
facts of life, as some have done 
in their public statements.” 

THE FOLLOWING is an ex- 
tract from Secretary Gates’ state- 
ment to Congressman Mahdon’s 
committee: 

“On the basis of our current 
intelligence estimate, which has 
been presented to the committee 
by the Director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, we do not 
now believe that the Soviet su- 
periority in ICBMs will be as 
great as that previously esti- 
mated.” 

The Secretary told the com- 
mittee that heretofore the intelli- 
gence figures on future Soviet 
ICBM production were based on 
estimates of what the Soviets 
could produce if they maximized 
their production capabilities.

Clarke Receives 
New Award 


From Chaplains 


FORT JACKSON, S. C. — Major 
Gen. Christian H. Clarke has be- 
come the nation’s first recipient of 
the Certificate of Appreciation of 
the General Commission on Chap- 
lains. .

Intelligence esti- 
mates are always compounded of 
hard fact, probabilities and pos- 
sibilities, carefully evaluated 
and identified as such. They are 
therefore always .subject to a 
certain amount of “interpreta- 
tion.” 

If particular government 
official thinks some of the prob- 
abilities or possibilities look 
good for 4 policy to which he is 
committed or which he feels he 
must support, he ean give spe- 
cial emphasis to these while 
playing down others which are 
not so encouraging from his 
viewpoint. 

When the Director of the CIA 
testifies before a Congressional 
body, he lays it on the line. He 
has nothing te sell. . 

Secretary Gates is hardly en- 
titled to draw encouraging con 
clusions from the CIA’s esti- 
mate of Saviet intentions as to 
future missile production. It 
can be said with some assur- 
ance that this is not the first 
time such estimates have been 
presented, but it may well be 
the first time that the word 
“probability” has been applied 
to them. 

THE “ROSY” aspect arises in 
part from previous gloomy pre- 
dictions ag to how many missiles 
the USSR might have in coming 
years, as against more or less 
certain knowledge of how many 
we are going to have in those 
years. There is, of course, a 
certain relief in being told that 
maybe things won’t be that bad. 

Yet in fact this begs the real 
question, which is simply wheth- 
er it makes sense for the United 
States to build these huge Atlas 
and Titan missiles at all —and 
base them in the bosom of our 
homeland. Secretary Gates is 
on sounder ground when he 
points out that we have other 
means of retaliating agaimst a 
Soviet surprise attack which add 
up to a real deterrent—the still 
formidable power of the Strate- 
gic Air Command, the Navy’s 
carrier forces and our tactical 
air-power overseas. 

To say that after all the enemy 
may not have too great a nu- 
merical superiority over us in 
weapons which are in fact un- 
suited to our actua? needs is not 
really a “rosy” statement. It 
would be much rosier to be told 
that we are rethinking the whole 
basis of our strategy and weap- 
ons procurement and r 
ing the virtues of a defense pol- 
icy based on freedom of action, 
flexibility and mobility.

240,000 miles—and never comes 
any closer to the ground than 
28,000 miles or thereabouts. It 
certainly never touches the 
earth’s atmosphere and its ca 
reer won't be terminated for 
that reason. 

- But this recket crosses the or- 
bit of the moon twice, each 
month and just as Pioneer IV 
and Metehta may run into the 
earth after a number of years, 
it may one day run into the 
moon, 

Well, we started 1960 with 
nine “old” satellites in orbit 
around the earth. By the end of 
the year six of them will be left. 
But a good number of new ones 
will have been added dite. 
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ing dates—March 1969 for Pio 
neer IV and January 1969 for 
Metchta. 

Three of the artificial satel- 
lites now in orbit are expected 
to re-enter the atmosphere for 
final burn-up during June or 
July of this year. Biggest of 
the three doomed is Russia’s 
Sputnik No. III, which was fired 
15 May 1958. The other two are

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TO IMPROVE PROMOTION PICTURE: 


Cut for Men Surplus MOS's 


WASHINGTON—In a broad new attack on overstrength 
MOS’s, the Army this week set up restrictions on school as- 
signments to areas which would train men for surplus MOS’s. 


While a Department of Army 
message referred to the new rules 
as “restrictions,” actually they are 
safeguards to forestall having a 
man school-trained in a particular 
MOS only to find that the next 
highest grade in it was over- 
strength. 


The restrictions also are de- 
signed to place men in shortage 
MOS’s. 

The message sent out was tied 
into Circular 601-32 dated 31 De- 
cember last year which set up pro- 
cedures for obtaining , enlistment 
or ‘reenlistment options for prior 
service personnel. 

That circular also set up the 
the Reenlistment Centralized As- 
signment Plan (RECAP) which 


handles enlistments and reenlist- ft 


ments via long distance collect 
telephone calls to Washington. 

The new message does not af- 
fect RECAP recruiting but it uses 
the list of overstrength and under- 
strength contained in the RECAP 
circular to put forth guidelines for 
the curbs on schooling. 

While schooling will generally 
be prevented in MOS’s where the 
next higher grade is overstrength, 
there is a provision to obtain a 
waiver for a man of proven worth 
to the Army. 

The field message (DA 461 409 
dated 26 Jan 60) follows: 

“Reference DA Circular 601-32 
dated 31 December 1959, which 
contains MOS surplus and shortage 
list applicable to reenlistment un- 
der AR 601-225. These surplus 
and shortage lists will apply also 
in selection of in-service person- 
nel for shool training as prescribed 
in this message. 

“Effective 29 January 1960 indi- 
viduals in pay grades E-7, E-6 and 
E-5 will be selected for school 
training under AR 611-215, within 
available school quotas, only ‘in 
accordance with the following cri- 
teria: 

“A. Individuals in a grade and 
PMOS contained in the surplus list 
in Circular 601-32 may be selected 
for school training only: 

“1, For Career developments 
within their current 3-digit MOS, 
provided their MOS is not included 
in the surplus list for the next 
highest grade. 

“2. For schoo] training in any 
MOS which is included in the short- 
age list for the grade held. 

“B. Individuals in a grade and 
PMOS contained in the shortage 
list Circular 601-32 and individuals 
in grade and PMOS not contained 
in either surplus or shortage list 
(i.e., in a balanced grade and MOS)

Soldier's Deposits System 
To Stay in Present Form 


WASHINGTON.—There are no 
plans to change restrictions on 
withdrawal of soldier’s deposits, 
the Army declared this week. 

Under the current program, 
withdrawals can be made only at 
the end of enlistment, on retire- 
ment, and in case of emergency. 

To suggestions that soldiers be 
allowed to withdraw their money 
as they wished, as in the case of 
commercial bank savings accounts, 
a spokesman for the Army said 
such a system would defeat the 
entire purpose of soldiers deposits 
—that is to have him pile up a 
nest egg for use when he leaves 
the Army. 

It also was pointed out that such 
a change might put the saldier’s 
deposits system in competition 
with commercial banks, and thus

Missile Masters currently being 
installed, made by the Martin Com- 
pany, Orlando, Fla. plant, have been 
considerably improved over the

WASHINGTON. — Burial lots 
within the present boundaries of 
Arlington National Cemetery will 
be exhausted by 1962 and Army 
officials have kept putting off a 
decision on what to do about it.

tures so that one may have the 
pleasure of enjoying something 
at a future date. . 

Investment—Money put into such 
as WILL produce income or 
profit. 

Speculation—Money used to seek 
profit on an aniicipated rise or 
fall in price. It implies and as- 
sumes taking a risk. ; 
By these or by any proper defini- 

tions, in-which category must you 

place mutual funds? Strictly as 
speculation—none other.

up with him, demand his job, go 
beyond him, and reap the harvest 
of these new ratings. 

Many of these men now passing 
him are worthy of the honor. Many 
are not . .. this seems to be an 
opportunity for the men who have 
been “hangers. on” “sweating out 
their 20 or 30’, to be. recognized 
while the younger, ambitious and 
vigorous man, because he does not 
have the 15 years_ service, is pe- 
nalized for just those qualities that 
rg Sy him the early promotion 
to E-7.

Cutting Overstrength 
In Supply Field 


EUROPE: In regard to the cur- 
rent overstrength in the supply 
field, MOS '768, I would like to 
bring to light the waste of time and 
money the Army subjected itself 
to by not investigating the situa- 
tion further. 

In January 1956, I returned to 
the Zone of the Interior after ful- 
filling a threé-year tour -overséas 
ina TOE supply position, ear- 
marked for retraining at the State- 
side post I was te report to. I had 
held a supply MOS for. 10 years in 
different stages of the supply field, 
depot! station and finally unit sup- 
ply, each of which was a skill in its 
own. I. attended and completed 
the QM depot and station supply 
course in addition to attending two 
non-commissioned officers academ- 
ies, both of which were completed 
successfully. But still I was to be 
retrained. 

l’attended a three-week course at 
a Stateside post in an infantry reg- 


iment which covered all the sub- 
jects I received in basic training, 


designed to make me a qualified 
infantry platoon sergeant or squad 


leader. At the completion of 


second week of training a quota 
was made available to us to attend 
artillery training for a three-week 
period, after which time our MOS’s 
were changed to that of an artillery 
crew 141.60 (chief.of section). 

After a brief MOS changing cere- 
mony we were transfered through- 
out the post to different artillery 
units. Upon reporting to the new 
unit, my new commander asked me 
if I desired to run his supply room 
because he did not have qualified 
supply people due to all the re- 
training that was being done. I 
did not accept the position because 
I had too much to learn about my 
newly acquired MOS (141.60) so I 
went about my business learning 
all I could about field artillery. 

After four months I volunteered 
to Gyroscope with a unit to USA- 
REUR, still carrying my field artil- 
lery MOS. When I reported in, 
the commander informed me that 
he wanted me to run his supply 
room and that when we arrived 
overseas I could move back out on 
a howitzer. 

After working on a howitzer for 
six months in the overseas com- 
mand I was again placed in the 
unit supply room because_there 
were no available supply person- 
nel. I continued until our battal- 
ion converted from company sup- 
ply rooms to battalion supply, 
whereas all hand receipts were di- 
rectly from battalion. My MOS 
was changed back to 768.60 and I 
went on to run the battalion prop- 
erty and all hand receipts in the 
battalion,

Another way to correct the sit- 
uation would be to change the 
MOS’s of these individuals in these 
unauthorized positions. By allow- 
ing these people to retain their 
MOS (768) we are actually stealing 
a man from the authorized supply 
slot and putting him in an unauth- 


| orized slot, thereby causing anoth- 


er individual to perform his job. 

I have yet to be assigned to a 
unit that didn’t have a supply ser- 
geant keeping an eye on the com- 
pany commander’s pocket book. 

I am one of many in the supply 
field that would like to get off the 
merry-go-round and pursue the ca- 
reer field I find most interesting 
and educational. I sure would ap- 
preciate the Army looking into the 
situation more thoroughly and get- 
ting the misfits out of the supply 
field and leaving qualified person- 
nel in a stable career field.

Civilian Schools Provide Training 


Under Many Service Programs 


WASHINGTON—The armed services “college education” programs are a multi-million 
dollar operation, under which thousands of servitemen study full-time on campuses each 
year while hundreds of thousands enroll in off-duty campus and extension courses. It’s 


big business. 
Army, for instance, spends near- 


ly $7 million annually to send its} 


officers to civilian schools, USAF 
last fiscal year spent over $3 mil- 
lion on off-duty (and “final semes- 
ter”) courses alone. Navy and the 
Marine Corps pay colleges simi- 
larily for schooling their members. 

The uniformed students them- 

selves pay a part of the educa- 
tional costs, since for most of 
the off-duty courses the govern- 
ment provides no more than 75 
percent of the tuition. 

Cortribution by the stvcents run 
into enormous sums. For example, 
in the USAF’s “civilian school 
classes” program in FY 1959, 370 
colleges and universities and 124 
technical and high schools pro- 
vided night classes for Air Force 
men. The cost to the government 
was $1,841,613, which equalled no 
more than 75 percent of the total 
tuition cost. Thus the students 
thems@lves probably paid at least 
half a million. 

* 

ALL THE SERVICES want to 
improve the overall educational 
level of their personnel. An all- 
college-degree officer force is 
sought. In «addition, the services 
are sending more and more people 
to campuses for full time study— 
to prepare them for specific mili- 
tary assignments, particularly those 
in scientific and technical areas 
and in foreign langiages. 

The services continue to pro- 
vide their own schooling for a 
great many persons. But. there is 
a trend toward switching some 
“military-taught” courses to 
various universities. 

Accordingly, the Air Force which 
rntil last year enrolled hundreds 
of men in the Army’s Monterey, 
Calif., language school, has pulled 
its students out of that school. It 
is entering them in similar courses 
conducted by Indiana University

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Solons Stumped 
On Civil Trials - 


By JOHN J. FORD 
WASHINGTON — The question of criminal jurisdiction 


over dependents and civilian 


workers who accompany the 


services overseas may get study by two House committees in 


this session of Congress. 


And the solution they may 
finally propose is one that was 
first suggested six years ago during 
the investigation of the murder of 
Army Maj. William V. Holohan. 

The matter came to a head when 
the Supreme Court recently ruled 
unconstitutional a section of the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice 
that subjected civilians overseas 
to trial by courts martial. 

* 

REP, CARL VINSON (D., Ga.) 
chairman of the House Armed 
Services committee, said he had 
no immediate solution to the prob- 
lem but that his committee would 
be ready to hear any that — be 
proposed. 

Sen, Thomas Hennings (D., Mo. ), 
chairman of the Constitutional 
Rights subcommittee in the Senate, 
pointed out that there is net a 
legal no-man’s land here, as some 
people have suggested. These 
American civilians are liable for 
trial by foreign courts for offenses. 

But such trials have drawn sharp 
attacks from Congress ini the past 
because foreign courts do not al- 
ways provide Americans the safe- 
guards of their Constitution. 

Sen. Hennings said he is now 
trying to draft a bill on the ‘Sub- 
ject. 

A House subcommittee, under 
Rep. Paul J. Kilday (D., Tex.), is 
expected to hold hearings later 
this session on revisions to the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice. 
Kilday told Army Times that he 
feels the subcommittee will have 
to consider this question of trial 
of civilians under the code. 

* * a 

MR. KILDAY was a member of 
a two-man subcommittee which in- 
vestigated the Holohan case back 
in 1953. That case involved an 
ex-officer, Aldo Icardi, and an ex- 
sergeant, Carl G. LoDolce—the lat- 
ter of whom admitted that he and 
Icardi, and two Italian partisans, 
had murdered Holohan during 
World War II. 


While the case concerned ex- 
servicemen rather than civilians, 
the problems were similar in that 
it rested on the fact the U.S. Code 
had no provision for what law- 
yers call “extraterritoriality.” The 
solution the subcommittee  sug- 


gested at the time was that juris- 
diction for crimes not committed 
on U.S. territory be given to the 
court in the district where the in- 
dividual first sets foot. when. he re- 


turns to the United States. 
7 


THE GROUP recommended that 
civil courts be given “concurrent” 
jurisdiction with military courts to 
try offenders “in the employ of the 
United States” outside territorial 
jurisdiction . . . making such per- 
sons subject to trial at the port of 
entry where returned to the United 
States.” 

If this recommendation is fol- 
lowed it would have to he taken 
up by the Judiciary committee, 
not the Armed Services commit- 
tee, because of the organization 
of the House. The Judiciary unit 
is apparently ready to take up the 
matter. 

Many members of Congress feel 
strongly that something must be 
done to close a breach in the law 
and prevent more unpleasant trials 
of Americans by foreign courts. 

While giving trial of a crime to 
the district the offender enters on 
returning to the U.S. would solve 
the problem of jurisdiction, it is 
expensive, since witness would have 
to be flown in from overseas. In 
major crime, of course, justice is 
considered worth the expense. 
Congress is deeply disturbed over 
the spectacle of people apparently 
guilty of murder walking away free 
Lecause of legal technicalities. 


BUT in minor crimes such trials 
would seem excessively expensive 
and cumbersome. However, no 
other solution has yet been found. 

It has been suggested that rov- 
ing judges with no-territorial juris- 
dictions could be used, modeled 
after the so-called consulate courts 
that were used in China and other 
countries many years ago. But 
this is considered impractical be- 
cause most foreign countries where 
our troops are stationed would not 
permit American judges to hold 
civil trials in their country. 

Anyone with a suggested solu- 
tion to the problem will probably 
find his Congressman a ready lis- 
tener.

If the new system is going 
to force any mover ‘to the wall’ 
through loss of business from the 
services, then he is no more than 
a parasite who deserves the fate.”

“This hew system should have 
been put in practice years ago.” 

“In one overseas move and three 
Stateside moves, we have had ex- 
cellent packing and satisfactory 
transport of our household goods. 
I havé no complaints with the old 
system.” 

The study made by the DOD, 

which led to the writing of the new 
directive, showed that_nearly one- 
third of the service families ques- 
tioned had received “unsatisfac- 
tory” service in the past. 
Under the new system qualified 
carriers would have records on file 
at each shipping installation, show- 
ing the quality of service they give. 
Servicemen would then be able to 
check those records before making 
arrangements for moving. Traffic 
would still be distributed among 
the lowest-cost originating carriers, 
but primary consideration would be 
given to quality service. 

It is impossible to-forecast what 
changes, if any, will be made in 
the directive by 1 July, when it is 
scheduled to go into effect. Whether 
the conferences between DOD offi- 
cials and the movers will include 
representatives of both groups at 
the same time, has not been an- 
nounced.

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“A Revolt Against the Soviets 


THE KRONSTADT REBELLION, By Emanuel Pollack, Philosophical Library, 


Inc., New York. $38. 


Reviewed By JOHN M. VIRDEN 


THE Kronstadt Rebellion was 
the first and the only organ- 
ized revolt against the Soviets 
which could have Jed to a third 
revolution in Russia. It failed in 
a welter of blood, This book tells 
graphically and movingly why 
the revolt failed. 

This revolt was a challenge to 
the might of the Soviets by the 
very people who had contributed 
much to the overthrow of the 
Czar. Slight wonder that it is 
barély mentioned in Soviet his- 
tory books. And, whenever it is 
mentioned, the nature of the up- 
rising and the motives of its lead- 
ers are thoroughly falsified. 


Here in this slim and sharply 
written book is the documented 
story of that rebellion by the 
officers and sailors of the Bal- 
tie fleet, leaders of the Kron- 
stadt Red Army units, and even 
the heads of the local Soviet 
... and their brutal extermina- 
tion. This is a dramatic record 
of the first organized attempt 
of the Russian people to resist 
the despotie rule of their new 
form of gavernment. 

It has often been said that rev- 
olutions devour their young be- 
fore they have run their course. 
More often than not ‘they do. 
The revolt against Czar Nicholas 
of Russia is no exception to this 
rule. Without the help of the 
Kronstadt garrisons, the Bolshe- 
vik revolution would have been 
smothered in its cradle, Less 
than four years later the uni- 
formed officers and men at Kron- 
stadt, many of whom had made 
the revolution of 1917 possible, 
were ordered “shot down like 
partridges” because they really 
believed that the Bolsheviks 
meant it when they promised 
land and bread to the Russian 
people. 

And the Kronstadt sailors, sol- 
diers and civilians were shot 
down like so many partridges. 
Their revolt was drowned in its 
own blood, as the Hungarian re- 
bellion was to be some 35 years 
later.

Irish Beauty 


THE IRISH ‘GENIUS, edited 
by Devin A, Garrity.

QE whose grandfather ran a 

saloon in County Mayo and 
whose grandmother tavght him 
there were three classes of peo- 
ple in the world, the Irish, the 
Shanty Irish and the rest of the 
people, the scale of value de- 
scending in that order, is per- 
haps incapable of the detachment 
with which the good critic should 
judge a collection of Irish stor- 


ies, Being Irish is a little like be- 
ing a member of a club or a se- 
eret society; within the clan the 
self-criticism is constant and 
searching but criticism from out- 
side is met with instant indigna- 


He prattles- endless about a 
free Ireland, but never about in- 
dividual liberty. An Irishman is 
a loner, often a hard and bitter 
man, but he is hopelessly sénti- 
‘mental. His speech and his land 
are beautiful, but it is a barren 
land of a dying race. 

Ireland turns out the best writ- 
ers. What country has produced 
-a playwright like Shaw, a novel- 
ist like Joyce, a poet like Yeats? 
But when he starts the old Lep- 
rechaun whimsy or when he gets 
misty-eyed about the IRA, the 
Irish writer can turn out pure 
hogwash. 

The stories here reflect the 
-Irish character. The emotion and 
humor are always quiet in Irish 
stories. There are no scenes of 
wild passion. When a man pro- 
poses in an Irish story it usually 
goes something like this: 

In the evening they walked 
out in the fields and stopped 
to sit on the river bank. For a 
long time neither spoke, 

“Is it a bargain, then, Nell?” 
he said at last. 

“Wisna, ’tis. For I’ve always 
been fond of you, Pat.” They 
were married the following Sat- 
urday. All the people came to 
as house and there was whis- 

ey “ee 

But for all their faults the 
stories here, on the average, have 
more depth, meaning and beauty 


then you would find in any col- 
lection of 28 American writers.

OHN Birks Gillespie, better known as Dizzy, has been one 
of the most influential musicians in jazz history. Un- 
fortunately, what was once Dizzy’s own nearly inimitable 


dreamy 
imitable way for hundreds of other trumpet players in this 


way of playing jazz on a trumpet has me a 


age of conformity. 


The trouble with imitation was well explained, I think, by pianist 
Teddy Wilson. during an interview with this writer for a Down Beat 


feature story a year ago. 

Wilson was speaking of pianist Erroll 
Garner, whom he-admires: “His phrases 
come* through with such conviction be- 
cause they are his own. On the other hand, 
wher you imitate another musician's way 
of playing and are too derivative, your 
phrases are not too clear, are just a shade 
vague, and, they lack real conviction.”

ALTHOUGH the melody lingers on, 
the once violent debate between those who 
favored the musicians in uniform (mean- 
ing the bop uniform marked by dark 
glasses, beret, goatee, and those who did 
not is mainly a thing of the past. Stil, 
there remains-a tendency for many to 
either underrate or overrate, perhaps, the

musiciariship of Dizzy Gillespie. In any event, one thing is certain: 
Once Dizzy stopped imitating Roy Eldridge and developed his own way, 


he became an important jazz musician. 


And another thing. I have often heard it suggested that what 
Dizzy plays is “cool” jazz. Nothing could be further from the truth. 
Dizzy does. not play “cool,” he plays “hot,” if music must be de- 
scribed in temperature terms, —

Szymon Goldberg, William Prim-

The in- 
terpretation is reminiscent of 


Toscanini’s—fiery and taken at 
a brisk clip. The orchestra is ex- 
tremely good, and so is the stereo 
sound. Monaural seems close up 
and heavy in bass. Some listeners 
may favor Walter’s version in the 
“slow down and ponder” Ger- 
manic school.

This is a 
sextet set, the other soloists being Junior Mance, piano, and Les Spann, 
guitar and flute. 

This same group is found on the newest Dizzy LP, “The Ebullient 
Mr. Gillespie” (Verve 8328). “Girl of My Dreams” seems the best 
track, and those interested in Dizzy the comedian may enjoy “Swing 
Low, Sweet Cadillac” which is certainly Dizzy enough if not necessarily 
amusing to everyone. 

Those of us raised on a fat-toned and varied diet of trumpet 
players such as Armstrong, Berigan, Hackett, Butterfield, Eldridge, 
Clayton and Cootie Williams may find Dizzy’s ballad work, especially, 
something other than our cup of tea, but there is no denying the 
man’s enormous talent and jazz spirit.

Actors Suddenly 
Preach Honesty

HOLLYWOOD.—Pleas for honesty in television con- 
tinue to come from every quarter. 
Guild mailed letters last week to the American Association 
of Advertising Agencies and the Association of National: 


Advertisers urging them “to help 
restore public confidence in all 
television advertising by produc- 
ing commercials of complete hon- 
esty and good taste.” 

The Screen Actors Guild is wor- 
ried that charges of spurious 
practices in TV commercials en- 
danger the reputations of the 
actors who may be involved in 
doping an innocent glass of beer 
with soap suds, or gaffing a cube 
of margarine with glycerin. Also, 
says the SAG, the resultant loss 
of public confidence in TV adver- 
tising could “adversely affect the 
livelihood of a number of our 
members.” 

You see? Things are getting 
tough all over. Now an actor 
runs the risk of being called be- 
fore a Congressional committee 
and asked if that was his beard 
he shaved or some whiskers he 
borrowed from a peach with five 
o'clock shadow? 

Did that actress’s dress really 
fall apart from underarm perspir- 
ation, or had she been playing 
around again with an acetylene 
torch? 

Where was the self-righteous 
actors’ guild when all of these 
nefarious schemes were first 
palmed off on the TV audi- 
ence? Its members had a ring- 
side seat when the ad agency 
boys were conniving to shave 
phony sandpaper and buy old 
ham for the competitors’ alumi- 
num foil. Why didn’t the act- 
ors go to their guild and tell 
it to blow the whistle on these 
carnival midway tricks? 

The reason, of course, is quite 
obvious. They were making good, 
money, and anyway, who needed 
to know that the actress in the 
bathtub was immersed in soap 
bubbles being blown up by a hose 
attached to an air compressor? 

Actors in this case succumbed 
to that old American philosophy, 
it’s not dishonest as long as you" 
don’t get caught. But they look 
a little silly now, writing letters 
to the ad agencies and advertis- 
ers, urging them to make the 
game honest.

WE CONSTANTLY are trying 
to set up double standards in our 
democracy and forgetting that 
democracy doesn’t work that way. 

Norman Granz, the jazz impre- 
sario, had occasion to point this 
out to NBC a couple of weeks ago 
in a full page ad in Variety. As 
the manager of Ella Fitzgerald. 
he was told by an NBC producer 
that Ella’s white guitarist coyld 
not appear on camera with her 
during her guest shot on the Bell 
Telephone Hour’s “Tribute to 
Gershwin” last month. The spon- 
sor (Bell), Granz was told, never 
allows mixed groups on its TV 
shows. 

In his Variety advertisement, 
Granz said among other things 
that “since NBC’s chairman of 
the board and president are so 
concerned about principle and 
the prity of NBC-TV, I submit 
it is as important that it con- 
cern itself with principles of 
human rights and human digni- 
ties as the fixing of quiz 
shows...” 


The Screen Actors 


network had not been investi- 
gated by Congress, as it had with 
its quiz shows. Like the Screen 
Actors Guild, NBC only becomes 
eoncerned with principle when 
the public spotlight is focused 
upon it. 

ALL OF THESE investigations 
are going to be useless if regula-' 
tive laws don’t result. Because 
as soon as the glare of publicity 
fades, we'll go back to icing TV 
cakes with shaving cream and 
dyeing peas greener than nature 
made them. 

Most of the revelations made 
about TV commercials, I’m sure, 
have come as no surprise to the 
public anyway. Men with sand- 
paper beards know that it is a: 
pain in the face to shave, no mat- 
ter what brand of soap and razor 
they get. A head on our beer is 
nothing we lose any sleep over 
either. 

If the advertising world: is wor- 
ried about our losing confidence 
in their claims, all it has to do is 
inject a little integrity into its 
pitches, along with those other 
special ingredients.

Historical Quote of the Week 


“Load and fire as fast as possible’-—- Commodore 


Thomas Truxtun. 


On 2 February 1800, in our 
quasi-war with France, the frig- 
ate Constellation came upon and 
gave chase to the frigate La Ven- 
geance, in the seas southwest of 
Guadeloupe. The pursuit lasted 
all day, but by 8 p.m. the Constel- 
lation caught up, and a five-hour 
night engagement ensued. Al- 
though the Vengeance had about 
40 percent greater broadside 
power, Commodore Truxtun 


thought that by firing more 
rapidly and accurately he could 
overcome the foe’s advantage. 
He gave the above order and 
charged his gunners to aim “di- 
rectly into the hull of the enemy.” 


The Vengeance struck her col- 
ors several times, but this went 
unobserved on board the Constel- 
lation. Finally the French gun- 

‘fire ceased and the ship sheered 
off. Just then the American’s 
mainmast, with its rigging shot 
away, went over the side and she 
was unable to pursue. 

A year before this battle, on 
9 February, 1799, Truxun and the 
Constellation had won fame by a 
spectacular defeat of the French 
frigate Insurgente off the Lee- 
ward Islands. The two victories 
made Truxtun a hero of the 
quasi-war. — M. 8S. WHITE

Only this January 8 the soldiers 
were members of the 394th Trans- 
port Bn.

The occasion was the com- 
memoration of the 145th anniver- 
sary of the Battle of New Orleans 
held at the foot of the Chalmette 
National Park Monument .. . just 
a few feet from the batile line 
Gen. Jackson set to defend the city 
of New Orleans. 

An impressive ceremony pre- 
placing of a weet on 


ceded 
the € tte Monument. The 
traditional “Taps” were blown, 


followed by a three volley rifle 
salute. 

Then, as bandsmen of the 394th 
Bn. Band struck up a military air, 
the battalion passed in review, in 
tribute to the men who fought to 
preserve the independence of the 
then newly formed United States 


of America. 
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“Shadow of a Soldier,” the story 
of Ulysses S. Grant’s last days 
spent writing his memoirs, will be 
presented on “Our American 
Heritage,” Sunday, 21 February, 
8-9 p.m., EST, on the NBC-TV net- 
work. 

Pulitzer prize-winner Bruce Cat- 
ton served as special consultant 
to the Grant show.

THE DRAMA, starring James 
Whitmore as Grant, will portray 
the Union General and President 
as a man who reached the heights 
of glory and the depths of disil- 
lusion, but fought back to demon- 
strate. more clearly the qualities 
that made him great. 

Grant’s life had been a series 
of paradoxes, of alternating tri- 
umphs and failures. At one time 
he was selling wood in the streets 
of St. Louis to make a living for 
his family; two years later he was 
leading the Union Army to its first 
success in the western campaign. 
After the victorious war years he 
was elected President for two 
terms, but after he left the White 
House his reputation became tar- 
nished.

WITH THE encouragement of 
Mark Twain, played by actor Mel- 
vyn Douglas, Grant began to write 
his memoirs in order to leave 
some money for his family. In 
the silent house at Mt. McGregor 
in- the Adirondacks, he began his 
race against death while recall- 
ing his youth, his father’s decision 
that he go to West Point, the lone- 
ly years as an Army officer on the 
West Coast, far from his beloved 
wife and home.

BROOKLYN,N.Y.— 
Dem Bums, a term of en- 
dearment meaning the ones 
who created memorable 
baseball drama at Ebbets 
Field, are long gone, but 
drama unrelated to baseball 
remains easy to find in 
Brooklyn. 

The guys on the corners, as 
Brooklyn-bred comedian Phil 
Foster says, are no doubt one 
source for drama, but perhaps 
a more likely place to find it is 
at the Brooklyn Army Terminal, 
formerly known as the Brooklyn 
Army Base. The terminal is lo- 
cated at 1st Avenue and 58th St. 

During World War II, drama 
was constant and routine here, 
what with more than four mil- 
lion troops moving through the 
place, and in recent years dra- 
matic highlights have involved 
the debarkation of injured saved 
from the collision of the Andrea 
Doria and Stockholm luxury 
liners, and arrival of Hungarian 
“freedom fighters” under “Proj- 
ect Mercy.” 

Today, the drama at Brooklyn 
Army Terminal is not so high- 
ly charged, not the kind that 
makes for newspaper headlines. 
But a constant undercurrent of 
drama and excitement persists. 

Shiploads of soldiers and de- 
pendents leave for overseas 
three or four times a week (ar- 
riving from overseas at about 
the same rate) and a reporter 
need only listen to the anxious 
voices or observe the faces and 
actions of- those involved to 
sense that the terminal does not 
need war, or tragedy, to create 
— by its very nature — drama- 
tic excitement. 

Pier 4, where military men, 
women and kids embark and de- 
bark, is decked out with color- 
ful pennants hanging from its 
high roof, and whenever a ship 
leaves or departs, the snappy

INCOMING . and departing 
servicemen and dependents are, 
however, only a part of the 
Brooklyn Army Terminal story. 
Heavy artillery, tanks, machin- 
ery, fresh vegetables, cartons of 
soap, and — you name it — are 
handled for shipment by the 
terminal. This is made possible 
by a vast assortment of cranes, 
lighters, tugs, railroad switching 
yards and cargo loading equip- 
ment. 

The terminal covers 105 acres 
and contains two large ware- 
house buildings, three double- 
deck 1300-foot piers and two 
smaller open piers (altogether 
there are berths for 16 ships 
and last September, by coinci- 
dence, all berths were filled for 
reportedly the first time in the 
terminal’s history), auxiliary 
buildings, and 13 miles of rail- 
road_ track. 

The warehouses contain three 
million feet of storage space and 
are linked to rail facilities and 
piers by extensive rail sidings, 
tunnels and ramps which permit 
continuous operation regardless 
of weather. There are eight 
automobile storage areas. Conex 


containers are being used more 
and more to cut down the 
chances of pilferage. 

More than 30,000 military 
men, dependents and civilians 
move through the terminal each 
month. The job of running the 
place is handled by 3000 people, 
only 265 of these being military. 
Reserve Transportation Corps 
units also train here in the sum- 


mer. 


DURING a recent tour of the 
terminal, Army Times was able 
to observe the 499-foot USNS 
Comet, one -of the Navy’s two 
“roll on — roll off” ships (the 
other being the USNS Taurus). 
The picture on this page may 
explain the “roll on — roll off” 
tag more accurtely than words, 


HERE’S HOW a vehicle rolls off the USNS Comet, a" 


but the title is accurate: — equip- 
ment on the Comet is simply and 
quickly rolled on for embarka- 
tion and rolled off for debarka- 
tion. 

The time saved is enormous. 
Obviously, it is. much quicker 
to drive a vehicle aboard than 
lift a vehicle aboard. 

The Comet was designed to 
Army specifications so that a 
fighting unit, such as a battle 
group, can move quickly. 

Trucks carry heavy loads and 
roll on under their own power 
through a series of ramps into 
lower holds. Little space is 
wasted. Trucks roll off the 
other side, 

By using a roll on-roll off 
ship and new roll on-roll off 
trailers, Army shipments can ar- 
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rive at European ports as much 
as six weeks ahead of previous 
schedules. 

Also, perhaps more important, 
by using roll on-roll off ships 
military vehicles can trans- 
fetred quickly between vessels 
at sea. This was proven when 
the Transportation Corps suc- 
cessfully tested the transfer of 
vehicles between the Comet and 
the Army’s new. 338-foot. shallow- 
draft beach discharge lighter, the 
Lt. Col. John U. D. Page last 
September. The five-day test 
was a major step forward for the 
TC’s continuing efforts to devel- 
op more efficient methods of 
over-the-beach supply operations. 

The vessels maneuvered into 
stern to stern contact. A special- 
ly hinged ramp briged the sterns.

ONE OF THE MOST interest- 
ing sights at the terminal is the 
Well, or Cut, which runs nearly 
the full length of Warehouse 
Building “B,”) which. was the 
largest concrete building of its 
kind when built. Freight cars 
pull into the building and two 
overhead cranes then lift the 
cargo-to any storage area on any 
of the eight floors. The skylight 
roof gives maximum light to the 
entire operation during the day 
and floodlights are used at night.

portation people come from all 
over the world just to see it. 

A “SAME DAY port call” is 
now SOP at the Terminal. Not 
too long ago port call was given 
a day-or two in advance. Those 
shipping out stay either at near- 
by Fort Hamilton (processing 
there was detailed in the Hamil- 
ton “Post Profile” No. 29, dated 
9 January) or at a°hotel. There 
is an office aboard ship for get- 
ting any shots that may have 
been missed.

At the Army Terminal, receiving 
personnel of the vehicle processing 
section inspect each car, noting 
items of equipment, accessories, 
seratches or other prior-to-delivery 
damage on a prepared form. The 
owner (sponsor) or his agent must 
be present for this inspection, at 
the end of which he shows his 
agreement with the items noted by 
signing the form. At this point the 
Government’s responsibility for the 
auto begins .. . and continues until 
it is accepted by the owner (or 
again his authorized agent) at the 
destination. 


PORT PROCESSING begins with 
the removal of items such as hub- 
caps, outside mirrors, rugs, and 
other accessories susceptible to loss 
or damage. These items are pack- 
ed in a container, sealed, and locked 
in the trunk of the vehicle. 

The auto is then driven onto a 
processing rack where the battery 
is disconnected and the fuel tank 
drained (no easy task in the case of 
most 59 and 66 models which come 
without drain plug). After drain- 
ing, there is usually just enough 
gasoline left in the fuel lines to 
allow the car to be driven to a se- 
cure storage area.

IN CITING the personal service 
offered, personnel of the POV Sec- 
tion recall the morning a pregnant 
Army wife came to the section to 
pick up her husband’s flashy for- 
eign sports car.

Nike Units

COLORADO SPRINGS. — Nike 
missile units of the Army Air De- 
fense Command have started their 
1960 schedule of practice firings 
at McGregor Missile Range, N.M. 

Boston and New York missile- 
men were to fire the first missiles 
as USARADCOM undertakes its 
sixth annual round of return visits 
paid by Nike units to Fort Bliss, 
Tex., to demonstrate continued 
proficiency with their weapons. 

Misgiles used in practice carry 
“live™ warheads and are fired 
against radio-controlled aerial tar- 
gets. Each successful firing is re- 
corded as a “mission accomplish- 
ed.” Batteries compete individually 
for top honors. They are scored 
not only on the number of success- 
ful firings but on the speed and 
efficiency they demonstrate 
throughout preparations to fire. 

Nike missilemen from more than 
200 Army air defense _installa- 
tions throughout the nation will 
take part in USARADCOM prac- 
tices this year. They will be com- 
peting collectively against the mark 
of 83.4 percent successful missiles 
established last year. If they sur- 
pass that mark, they will continue 
unbroken the upward trend in ac- 
curacy demonstrated year to year 
since 1955, when annual practice 
firings began. 

Last year marked the first prac-

Work was nearly completed on a 
revision of “Artillery Tactics and 
Techniques” by the Department of 
Tactics and Combined Arms during 
the year. This is the basic field 
manual for tactical employment of 
artillery: This is only one of many 
such manuals being revised by the 
School. 


ELECTRONIC BRAINS are also 
being designed for field use to 
solve many artillery problems such 
as analyzing target information 
storing data and computing with 
speed and.accuracy the information 
required ip aiming rockets, mis- 
siles and cannons. 

These computors will help com- 
manders to determine where im- 

rtant targets exist, their exact 
estan and which elements of his 
command should fire.on them and 
when. They will also be used to 
compute the precise information re- 
quired in accurately aiming the 
weapons. Computors may drastical- 
y change artillery tactics by re- 

ucing the time required in many 
operations from hours to minutes. 

These computors may operate] 
| through a network with rapid re- 


porting of information or indepen- 
dently at various command levels. 
This two-way concept is called the 
federal-state approach by the De- 
partment of Gunnery where much 
of the research is centered. 

The first of these computors for 
battalion.and battery level opera- 
tion -is scheduled ty be delivered 
to the Artillery Board at Fort Sill 
for testing within a month. Another 
is scheduled for delivery for test- 
ing in June. 


TESTING OF developmental 
vehicles for their application to ar- 
tillery was carried on by the De- 
partment of Artillery Transport. 
The department also received its 
first “mechanical mute,” a versatile 
weapons carrier designed for oper- 
ation on front lines. 

In communications, the first 
radio-teletypewriter set for general 
use by the artillery was» received 
by the school the first of the year. 
The Department of Communica- 
tions and Electronics conducted 
special courses of instruction in its 
use for all Fort Sill units. 

As part of the recent Army-wide 

program of proficiency testing, the 
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dent Instruction Division prepared 
during 1959 tests for every artillery 
MOS, the first branch school to ac- 
complish this, 


The school prepared 72 tests dur- 
ing 1959 and-in 1960 the number 
will be. increased to 90, All tests 
are each year. 

SIGNIFICANT MILESTONES 
were recorded by Officer Candidate 
School. The 5000th candidate to 
graduate since OCS was reopened 
at Fort Sill in 1951 received his 
bars early in the year and in No- 
vember the school’ admitted its 
100th class. 

William J. Boyd was commission- 
ed on 20 January as the 5000th 
graduate. The 100th class to enter 
the -school since its reopening 
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started processing on 2 November. 

The school continued to encour- 
age the study of science through its 
widely-recognized amateur rocket 
program. 

During the 
rockets were fired at the Fort Sill

A UNIQUE job is waiting for someone at Fort Belvoir, 
t Va., and if you have orders to that post, it may become

The job, Lighthouse keeper. 

For the past three years Flora 
Gwillim, wife of Col. Theodore R. 
Gwillim and mother of three, ras 
been the official keeper of the Fort 
Belvoir lighthouse on White Stone 
Point, where it serves as a naviga- 
a aid for craft on the Potomac 

ver. 


The job came as a surprise to 
Mrs. Gwillim three years ago. 
Col. Gwillim and his family had 
been assigned to Quarters 67 on 
the post, which is adjacent to the 
lighthouse, and one day the Coast 
Guard knocked on the door and 
said the job went with the house, 
Traditionally, the job of light- 
house keeper has always gone to 
the occupants of Quarters 67. 

Before the job and a small salary 
were officially hers, Mrs. Gwillim 
had to fill out an “enermous” num- 
ber of forms, but recently she re- 
ceived her reward—a letter of com- 
mendation for her efficiency from 
the U.S. Coast Guard. 

Compared to the old days when a 
lamplighter lived a lonely life in 
an isolated, cylindrical home, 
climbing a spiral staircase many 
times a day to trim an oil lamp, the 
work hasn’t been half bad, Mrs. 
Gwillim said. 

The automatic light comes on 
and goes off without human 
assistance. Once a week she had 
to clean the lens and once every. 
80 days it was necessary to 
change the bulb. The lighthouse 
is about 50 feet from Quarters 
67, and the Coast Guard is always 
on hand in case of trouble. 

Not only is the light automatic, 
but so is the fog bell. In the old 
days the fog bell had to be cranked 
by hand—often for hours at a time. 
Now a switch on the front porch 
turns it on automatically. The 
Gwillim’s found it also came in 
handy as a “kid caller” for their 
three children.

Lewis, 15-year-old daughter of Maj 
Norman F. Lewis, received the 
Junior Distinguished Rifle Badge 
last week from Maj. Gen. W. Paul 
Johnson, CG, U.S. Army Armor 
Center. 

The medal is the highest award 
attainable by junior shooters in the 
National Rifle Association program 

An unusual sidelight in the 
achievement is that Vicki has been 
shooting for only two years. She 
is the first youngster in the Armor 
Center junior program to receive 
the award according to her father, 
who is an instructor in the club. 

Using a .22 caliber Remington 
513T with Redfield aperture rear 
sights, weighing close to nine 
pounds, Vicki has progresséd 
through many classification stages 
required to attain the medal.

H. G. Jones asked for a good 
and exact recipe for German potato 
dumplings. .Here is a recipe that 
we used back in Germany, for as 
long as Ican remember. We usual- 
ly served it with Sauerbraten, or 
a nice roast. 

German Potato Dumplings 

3 pounds potatoes 
1% teaspoon salt (according to 
taste) 
teaspoon nutmeg 
tablespoon onion and pars- 
ley sauted in butter or short- 
ening (or % teaspoon mar- 
joram) 
eggs 
cup flour 
or 5 slices bread 
tablespoons butter or short- 
ening 


Boil potatoes in salted water; 
peel right away and keep in cool 
place over night. The next day 
grate them and mix lightly with 
eggs, salt, onions, flour, parsley 
and nutmeg. It is important not 
to overwork the dough. 

Cut bread slices in little squares 
and saute in 2 tablespoons butter or 
shortening until nicely browned. 

When forming the round dump- 
ling, put.a few bread squares in the 
middle. It is important that the 
dumplings are smooth and have no 
cracks as they will not stay to- 
gether otherwise. Place dumplings 
in boiling salted water, cover and 
let simmer slowly for approximate- 
ly 10 to 12 minutes. 

I hope Maj. Jones will enjoy 
these dumplings.

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Monette Aids Manufacturers 
In Sales to Armed Forces 


By JOHN J. RYAN 


NEW YORK —A little 
known but vitally important 
facet of military business is 
being spotlighted this week 
with the publication, by Look 
Magazine, of the story of V. H. 
Monette, manufacturer’s” represen- 
tative extraordinary to service post 
exchanges, com and 
clubs. 

Termed a “supersalesman” by 
the Look five-page spread, V. H. 
Monette, 56-year-old founder of the 
V. H. Monette Company of Smith 
field, Va., does $100 million a year 
in sales volume for the firms he 
represents to the military. 

Shrewdly combining showman- 
ship with whopping incentives to 
spur his people on, Monette oper- 
ates the firm from his 468-acre 
Smithfield farm but his salesmen 
—and he has 51 of them—might 
be found in any of the 60-odd 
countries where American forces 
are stationed. 

Although a modest man who 
has personally shuned the lime- 
light, Val Monette, as the Look 
Magazine piece points out, has a 
definite flair for the unusual 
which lands him—and the firms 
he represents, some 60 top manu- 
facturers — right smack on the 
front pages. 

For example, the vice president 
of the Monette company — and 
president of its subsidiary the 
Impala Compan,’, is Joe DiMaggio, 
the former Yankee great and 
prominent American personality. 
Look says he receives $110,000 per 
year. 

Famous footballer Sid Luckman 
is another prominent member of 
the Monette staff. The director of 
public relations for the Los An- 
geles office of the Monette com- 
pany is the lovely Marian Mc- 
Knight, Miss America of 1957. 

Monette’s office girls are 
probably the best looking and cer- 
tainlv the best paid office workers 
anywhere. Look reports their 
salaries range from $125 to $400 a 
week. But beauty isn’t enough. 
They are also crackerjack smart 
and efficient as a Univac. 

Although the array of beauty is 
dazzling to a first-time visitor to 
Smithfield, it is reported—and 
confirmed by the Look story— 
that the moral tone Monette main- 
tains is about on par with a nun- 
nery No smoking and nothing 
else either. 

The Look feature on Val Monet- 
te has created interest in a field 
of business which has mainly 
avoided the limelight despite its 
importance to the military stores. 
It is estimated that perhaps as 
much as 50 percent of the sales 
volume of post exchanges and com- 
missaries—and to a lesser extent 
clubs—is handled by firms such as 
Monette’s. 

Known as military sales repre. 
sentatives, manufacturer’s sales 
representatives or brokers, there 
are some 400 such firms ranging 
from one man with his office in 
his basement to huge, world-wide 
activities such as the Overseas 
Service Corporation with offices 
and personnel in every principal 
city of the wo-'d. 

Among the larger firms are Over. 
seas Service Corporation; Francois 
Schwarz; C. Lloyd Johnson; Dun- 
ham & Smith; Julius Rothschild; S. 
& K Sales; Getz Brothers; Hal 
Grubbs; Gerlecki; Eurpac; Harry 
Richter and many others. 

Some, such as Leonard Haimes 
and the International Commodities 
Corporation, specialize primarily in 
clubs—others such as Francois 
Schwarz specialize in foods while 
others offer representation in only 
one Overseas area. 

The reps have always been sen-

sitive about being mistakenly con- 
fused with the ill-famed, and short 
lived, “influence peddlers” who 
gained post World War II notoriety 
due to some sensational congres- 
sional investigations. As a result, 
the reps bend over backward to 
keep their operation clean and to 
conduct a never ending campaign 
to create greater undertaking of 
their function. 

“We render an essential service 
to industry and the military serv- 
icesalike,”an Overseas Service Cor- 
poration executive stated. “We of- 
fer continuous selling representa- 
tion to a manufacturer, at far less 
cost than if he was to attempt to 
cover the far flung military with 
his own sales force, Because of this 
saving, military personne] get low- 
er prices on the merchandise they 
buy in service stores.”

YOUTHFUL, alert.Chuck Johnson 
who heads the world-wide C. Lloyd 
Johnson rep firm, has noted that his 
salesmen not only sell merchandise

but service the military stores; help 
them plan their merchandising 
campaigns; handle complaints for 
the principals; coordinate orders 
with sales and other promotional 
campaigns and, in general, act as 
liaison between the stores and the 
American firms back in the states. 

A Dunham & Smith spokesman 
noted that since their salesmen are 
living in the foreign countries, they 
can operate at a much lower com- 
mission, or sales expense, than if 
at. American firm had .to send a 
sales force out periodically from 
the States. In addition, being a 
resident in foreign lands, these 
salesmen are attuned to the local 
military situation and its special 
needs, 

Not only can these reps help the 
serviceman’s dollar stretch further 
but—as Val Monette notes in the 
Look Magazine piece “. . . my busi- 
ness doesn’t cost the taxpayer a 
cent.” 

In an era where everything else 
seems to, this in itself is a blessing.
